The State of New Hampshire 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Sugar Hill, in the County of 
Grafton, and the State of New Hampshire, qualified to vote in town 
affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Meetinghouse, Sugar Hill, 
N.H., Tuesday the ninth day of March, 1971, A.D. at seven-thirty (7:30) 
P.M. to act on the following subjects: 


Article 1. To choose a Town Clerk, a Selectman for a term of three 
years, a Town Treasurer, a Collector of Taxes, an Auditor, an Overseer 
of Public Welfare, a Library Trustee for a term of three years, a Trustee 
of Trust Funds for a term of three years, a member of the Board of 
Adjustment for a term of five years and three persons for a term of one 
year each to act as appointing authority to appoint temporary members 
of the Board of Adjustment in case of disqualification, resignation, 
death, or absence of any permanent member or members. 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following amendment 
to the zoning ordinance: 

“701.1 A BUILDING PERMIT SHALL BE REQUIRED FOR ANY 
NEW CONSTRUCTION. IT MUST BE ISSUED BY THE BOARD OF 
SELECTMEN FOR ANY PERMITTED USE. VARIANCES OR SPECIAL 
EXCEPTIONS MUST HAVE PRIOR APPROVAL BY THE BOARD 
OF ADJUSTMENT.” 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to review the Town Officers’ 
Salaries and make such changes as deemed necessary. 


Article 4. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
town charges and make appropriations of the same as set forth in the 


following budget:

To see if the Town will vote to purchase a new highway 
truck ($5,800.00) and a sand screen ($1,600.00) and raise and appropriate 
$7,400.00 for the same. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $6,000.00 
for the Meetinghouse to include painting ($3,000.00), purchase of table 
and chairs ($1,500.00), and a new septic system ($1,500.00). 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to direct a discount of one per 
cent (1%) to be made to those persons who shall pay their taxes within a 
period of three (3) weeks from the date of the tax bill. 


Article 10. To hear reports of Committees previously chosen and pass 
any vote in relation thereto and to see if the Town will vote to instruct 
the Moderator to appoint such committees as seem necessary. 


Article 11. To transact any other business that may legally come before 
the meeting.

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FROM THE SELECTMEN’S POINT OF VIEW 
“Is anybody listening; does anybody care?” 


The kids of today have a song which ends with the question — “Is 
anybody listening; does anybody care?” We think it’s a very appropriate 
question, not only for the kids but for selectmen as well. 


Sugar Hill is not immune to the ills which are besetting municipali- 
ties all over the country. We have most of the problems already, and 
sooner or later we probably will have all of them. The mere fact that we 
are a small community doesn’t make the problems any smaller; in fact, in 
some ways, this magnifies our problems. 


The most immediate problem facing us is the dump. The solution 
seems simple — move, and start a sanitary landfill dump. OK! Now that 
we know the answer we bring up more problems. Site? Nobody loves a 
dump — nobody wants it — nobody will have it. For the sake of con- 
tinuing, lets say we can solve the site problem. We now come to the real 
crunch — MONEY!! Our best estimate of the cost of operating our own 
landfill dump falls between $8,000.00 and $10,000.00 per year, which in- 
cludes amortization of a bulldozer, cost of fencing the area, and payment 
of a custodian for two days per week, but does not include purchase or 
rental of a site. This is a staggering cost of $22.00 per capita per year. 


You say you don’t like this plan? OK. Let’s try another. Let’s 
assume we can find a site outside of Sugar Hill, but too far to reasonably 
expect residents to haul their own rubbish and we decide to institute a 
collection service. There would be approximately 200 collection points 
on a year-round basis, collected once a week at a cost of about $.75 per 
collection. 200 x .75 - $150.00 per week or $7,800.00 per year. There 
would also be about 8 commercial collections for a period of 16 weeks at 
$10.00 per collection or $1,280.00 per year. This all adds up to a total of 
$9,080.00 per year for collection. Now we add a charge for receiving at 
about $100.00 per week and we get a total of about $14,000.00 per year 
to get rid of our rubbish. 


Obviously either of these solutions will be prohibitively expensive, 
but we now have only four years left to come up with some kind of an 
answer, since the state-imposed deadline on our dump burning is 1975. 


One concerned citizen has suggested some kind of tax-break for 
people who install trash compactors. We appreciate this concern and the 
suggestion is a good one, but the present state law prohibits any kind 
of tax break and we would still have the disposal problem. 


We have a problem with conflicting view-points on highways. On 
the one hand we have people who live on gravelled roads who want them 
paved. On the other hand we have concerned conservationists who don’t 
want more pavement which necessitates salt which creates more pol- 
lution. 


We have police department problems. One faction feels that we are 
spending too much money and the other feels that we are not spending 
enough. 


We have a growing welfare problem — one which did not exist for 
us a few years ago. : 


We have problems with our zoning ordinance. The majority of voters 
seem to have felt that in order to lessen our eventual pollution problems 
we needed some kind of restriction on the growth of the town. Since 
most soil conditions in Sugar Hill are less than ideal for septic systems, 
the lot size was pegged at two acres to alleviate both growth and pol- 
lution problems. In doing this we have been accused of being restrictive 
to the point of prohibiting low-income housing. There is also the point 
that limiting our growth limits the expansion of our tax base, and puts 
the squeeze on our tax rate. 


Which brings us to our largest present problem of how to finance all 
of this without confiscatory tax rates. The growth of our tax base has 
not begun to keep up with our expanding costs which are skyrocketing, 
due in part to inflation and due in part to increasing demands for services. 
The increases in our 1971 town budget coupled with the large increase 
in the school budget will bring another sizeable increase in our tax rate 
which, quite frankly, we do not feel we can afford. Some of our people 
who are on fixed and limited incomes are going to be hurt by this tax 
burden. Not that we aren’t all hurt by increasing taxes, but some are 
hurt more than others, for a real-estate tax, unfortunately, has no relation 
to ability to pay. 


What is the answer to all of this? We don’t know. But we think that 
in order to solve even some of these pressing problems we need more 
people involved and far less apathy on the part of our citizens. To be 
perfectly blunt about it, we feel that the average citizen becomes con- 
cerned with town problems only three times a year: at the annual town 
meeting for a couple of hours, for an hour after he receives his tax bill, 
and for another hour when he finds the money to pay it. We base this 
assumption on the fact that these are the only times we ever hear from 
the average citizen. 


Obviously it is too much to expect that we are going to solve all of 
our town problems at one two-hour session at the annual town meeting. 
It is also obvious that it is too much to expect that any part-time, three- 
man board of selectmen is going to solve all of these problems for us. 
It is going to take a concerted effort on the part of all of us to solve 
these problems. Which brings us back to the point of beginning — “Is 
anybody listening? Does anybody care?”

This list does not include the many 
people who donated before that period, when the Meetinghouse was in 
the hands of the Sugar Hill Improvement Association.

The year of 1970 showed another increase in criminal violations of which many were 
major felonies. 

There was a total of 92 arrests made by this Department of which 27 were for criminal 
violations and the remainder for motor vehicle violations. 


The Chief of Police is allowed 1 day off per week plus 7 days for vacation and 7 days 
for sick leave, making a total of 66 days per year. During the year of 1970 the Chief of 
Police had 29 days off plus 1 day sick leave, making a total of 30 days. The number of 
hours required of the Chief for a year is 2600. The number of hours worked by the Chief 
this year was 3071, leaving a total of 471 hours of overtime. 


I would have taken more days off, but I cannot find a way to put crime on a schedule, 
and I do not wish to do it at the taxpayers risk. That’s what being a Policeman is all about.

THE CAROLINA CRAPO FUND 


The Carolina Crapo Fund came into being in September, 1949. It was designed by its 
donor, Henry H. Crapo, to assure a perpetual care for the building which he largely donated, 
the Carolina Crapo Memorial. 


The nucleus of the Fund was seventy (70) shares of International Paper Company 
common stock, worth at that time about $4,000.00. 


Under the trust’s terms the School Board was charged to use “good business judgement” 
in pursuing an investment program. A clause in the trust set forth that the Fund should 
remain inviolable until the Carolina Crapo Memorial ceased to be used for school purposes 
“and upon the happening of that event or at the expiration of fifty (SO) years, whichever 
event shall first occur, then the income received from said stock and income from said ac- 
cumulations shall be applied and used for the benefit of the community of Sugar Hill.” 


Those responsible for the investment program soon sold the International Paper stock 
and reinvested the proceeds in two mutual funds: Eaton & Howard Balanced Fund and 
Boston Fund. In 1961 the Boston Fund shares were liquidated and replaced with shares in 
Fidelity Fund. Through the years the dividends received have been systematically reinvested 
into additional shares of the funds held. The number of shares in each fund has been 
kept in close balance. 


From April 17, 1970 to February 5, 1971 investment income from Eaton & Howard has 
been $684.65, and from Fidelity Fund $852.50. Adding savings bank interest of $31.04 and 
deducting $4.00 for Safe Deposit Box rent, net income for the past year has been $1,564.19.
